SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) — 
An evangelical group is launch- 
ing the world's first antiwitch- 
craft traveling mobile unit”* on 
a nationwide tour. 

Stocked with the trappings of 
the occult, including books, a 
human $kull and the in 
gredients for witches brews, 
the trailer will tour 4 U.S. 
cities, 8ald a spokesman for 
World Evangelism Inc. 

The trailer *'was prepared to 
warn people of fhe dangers 


ariging from exposure to the 


occult and to reveal the in- 
nocuous instruments used to 
lure people into the sinsiter 
world of evil gpirits,” aays 
Morris Cerullo, president of 
World Evangelism, based in 
San Diego. Members of the 


group Say hey Mage 4 1 
month $tuday of witchcraft a 
the occult aftd believe there are 
10 miltton practioners mn Amer- 
ica. They say witchcraft and 
the occult have been the causes 
of murders, robberies, sex per 
version and drug use. 

The potions and brews 
aboard the trailer were mixed 
by Michael Warnke, who de- 
scribed himgelf as a *satanic 
dropout.” He Says he was once 
a high priest”” in a Satan-wor- 
Shipping Organization which 
had 1,500 members. 

*It's voul enslavement,” 
Warnke said. You'd hardly be- 
lieve it, but you're capable of 
any deranged activity.” 

Since then, he $8aid, he has 
converted to Christianity. 

Cerullo said he Isn't worried 
that the display might backfire 
and increase people's interest 
in the occult. 

*T don't really think we will

ists,”” he $aid.

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ON AUGUST 10, 1964 1 
boarded the S. S. Atlantic, lux- 
ury liner in New York, on my 
trip to Tangier. It was the ful- 
fillment of an intuition I had 
had in my teens that I would go 
there. My devoted dog Boom 
Boom went with me; she was a 
novelty in Tangier and we col- 
lected crowds of screaming child- 
ren as we headed for our hotel. 
Moroccans don't keep dogs in 
their home; they are used mainly 
as watchdogs and chained out- 
side. They are too poor to favor 
pets. The exceptions are a few 
wealthy, highly educated Moroc- 
cans and the European colony 
there. 

I got an apartment im- 
mediately, through my guide, 
Mohammed Abdullah in the 
Zoco Chico. This is full of side- 
walk cafes serving coffee and the 
national drink, mint tea, very 
gweet.  Tourist s$hops line the 
Section. It's the hangout for 
smugglers, money changer, Kif 
(marijuana) peddlers, American 
beatniks who periodically get 
arrested in raids, and ex- 
patriates. I knew this was not 
for me. I told my guide that I 
wanted my own villa. 

He took me to see one for 
rent in Beni Makada, a $ub- 
urb. It was a yellow modern 
boxlike contraption, sitting right 
on the public road. ''No"' I s8aid. 
''Let's walk up the hill. I feel 
there's something for me there.” 

Suddenly the last house 
jumped out. ''That's my villia!” 

My guide looked at me as if I 
were crazy. This was a yellow 
two story frame house set far 
back from the road, surrounded 
by a wall, and with a private 
gate. Pomegranate, banana. 
apple pear and nut trees were in 
bloom. Plants and flowers were 
all over the place. I asked my 

Moroccan guide to call out. The 
house was occupied. Hespoke in 


Arabic to the woman who poked 
her head, cautiously, out of the 
window. Her husband worked 
at the post office, and his 
brother was both the owner of 
the house and Director of the 
Tangier Post Office.

An appointment was made. 
Two weeks later I was living in 
my" villa. My intuitive timing 
was perfect: The couple wanted 
to move and get an apartment 
in the city! Now I had the peace 
and privacy I needed to work 
on my book and various 
writings. 

Bobbi, a black and white, 
Labrador-type dog came with 
the villa; now Boom Buom had 
a playmate. I settled down to 
fully enjoy the beauty and 
Serenity of the place: Sheep and 


_ goat herds that grazed nearby, 


the view of the Mediterranean, 
work in my garden. 

A few months later I awoke 
one morning with the thought: 
1f I don't get back to the States, 
Boom Boom will die !"' 

She was pregnant. She is and 
always has been a very healthy 
dog. After her first litter 8she was 
jumping around as if nothing 
happened. On January 4, '65, 
my intuition resolved itself into 
a decision: /m going back to 
the United States. 

There were other contributary 
causes — my father's illness, the 
political undercurrents — but the 
main motive was that sense of 
foreboding about Boom Boom. 
I had an unwavering certainty 
that it meant my devoted dog's 
life. 

In four days time I gold the 
villa to an English couple who 
agreed to keep Bobbi, got all 
my official papers in order, had 
the official Moroccan veterinar- 
lan examine the dog and give 
me new health papers, found a 
Yugoslav freighter to take my 
trunks, made last-minute plane 
reservations, found a limousine 
to take my baggage and Boom 
Boom to the airport. Most diffi- 
cult was finding a suitable 
strong basket with cover for my 
dog. Planes in North Africa have 
no facilities for dogs whatsoever; 
on the rare occasions when they 
have one, the kenne] must be 
furnished by the owner. The dog 
stays in the baggage compart- 
ment. 

When my plane: landed in 
Madrid, the first thing that 


greeted the men who opened

the plane's wing, was Boom 
Boom. She had eaten her way 
through the basket! She spotted 
me coming down the ramp, 
jumped onto the wing, half- 
jumped, half-fell from that to the 
ground. I nearly had a heart 
attack; in her pregnant condition 
I feared injuries and mis- 
carriage. For all I knew she was 
due any minute. 

I was directed to take her 
inside Spain's brand new, 
proudly modern, beautiful air- 
port to find her a new kennel 
for our flight to New York. 
Waiting inside I 8uddenly felt 
my $hoe sinking into something 
Soft. I looked down. Boom 
Boom had made a nuisance. 
The guards and personnel 
glared at me; s8uch an insult to 
their national dignity ! 

On. January 8 I landed at 
New York's Kennedy Inter- 
national airport. It was cold, 
drizzly, dreary. After going 
through customs I called a 
friend. There was shock; no one 
knew I was returning; had no 
time to write anyone. Next day 
I took Boom Boom to the Rego 
Park Animal Hospitol, explain- | 
ing to the doctor my anxieties 
about her health, the episode in 
Madrid. She stayed there for two 
weeks. 

On January 22 $he 8tarted 
giving birth. At first all seemed 
normal; then the fourth puppy's 
head was too big for her cervix. 
The doctor performed an imme- 
diate Caesarean, saving her life. 
She gave birth to five puppies. 
Only one lived — Baby — which I 
now have. The doctor's examin- 
ation proved that she sustained 
no injurious in her plane jump- 
fall in Madrid. She was in dan- 
ger before; if I hadn't gotten 
back' in time $she. would have 
died. My inexplicable intuition 
that morning in Tangier was 


vindicated. 
Throughout this entire exper- 


ience there was no sense of loss, 
of giving up, of losing — only of 
life—a life of a faithful, com- 
panionable, loving friend. 1 
helped her, and most of all my- 
gelf, by following through on my 
hunch. The new addition to my 
"'family'' was worth it!
